Western Europe and Amorice during the four years of peace.

however, peaco dees not exist. In the Ukraine the cruel war centinues, the 
shoctings have not ceasod, aud the fires ere not extinguished. 
and factories, in kolkhoz farms end in privately owed farms, in achools 
and institutions, in the forests and mountains, in the Ukreine itself. and 
iu remote Siberia and in kazakhstan, the Ukrainian people today stand at 

the liberation barricades. They stand bleeding but inflexible, uxranquished

Explain to thon thet by ths 
dismemberment of the USSR the intorests of all the nations of the world 
will be served; for dismemberment is the only means of dostroying once and 
fox all the danger of the resurrection of Russian imperialism, which today 
in the form of Eolshevism is monacing the entire world. Spread everywhere 
the concept of building an internsticnal order founded on a system of free
